DISMISSAL OF CERTIFICATION 

The Petitioner United States of America ("Government") hereby dismisses, effective 
March 16, 2009, the certification that Respondent Chester Clasby ("Respondent") is a sexually 
dangerous person, as that term is defined by the Adam Walsh Act, 18 U.S.C. § 4248. See Doc. 1. 
The certification was originally filed on November 27. 2007 in the Eastern District of North 
Carolina. 1 ]oL At this time, for a number of reasons that include expert opinion and analysis 2 , the 
Government states that, with a modification of Respondent's conditions of supervised release as 
requested by the Government, the interests of justice no longer require pursuit of this matter. 

WHEREFORE, the Government hereby dismisses the certification of Respondent as a 
sexually dangerous person.
